Dear Editor. 

During the Autumn of last year my 7 year old 
son and 3 of his friends were playing approximate- 
ly 200 yards from home when they were threatened 
at knife point by 3 teenage boys. The police were 
very helpful and from the descriptions given. the 
boys in question were caught within a couple of 
hours. It took some weeks before my son and his 
friends dared to go out and they are still very wary 
of any teenagers. We have seen these boys hanging 
around the Mall, riding their bikes. They are not 
frightened to go out, they don't have nightmares or 
need counselling. 

How many parents knew about what happened ? 
How many know about the alleged incident in 
April when a 10 year old child was apparently 
taken at knifepoint to Dry Drayton and was threat- 
ened that his voice box would be cut out ? That 
poor child was dumped in the Village Hall car park, 
and. no doubt, he and his family are going through 
what we did only a few months ago. 

I do not want to fnghten you, but I do think that 
vou should know that the Village is perhaps not as 
safe as we would like to think. Please make sure 
vou know where your children are playing.
